ing to on., doctrine Psychological weakness in die Free Wwld will then be 
pitted against the psychological strength of the Communist janissaries. 

Much of this may be wisnfut thinking on the part of the Communists, but 
to the degree that the most crucial decision of ail, war or peace, has been 
allowed to dtp into Communist hands, the Communist* have achieved psycho* 
logical dominance. The Kremlin almost has become the master of mankind 1 * 
fate: harsh, jealous, revengeful, and unpredictable like Jehovah— ft father 
image the like of which the world has never seen. John Foster Dulles described 
this unhealthy situation a* early as 1946 . “Few men in political life anywhere 
act without first thinking whether they will please or displease the leader* of 
the Soviet Union Never in history have a few men in * single country 
achieved such world-wide influence.” 

This world-wide influence is the true measure of Soviet success in psycho- 
logical warfare. 

The only redeeming feature k that the Kremlin Olympus is neither wanip- 
otent nor tmmbdent. It is beset with its own fear* and psychological 
culdet, which today are increasing at a staggering rate. Its method* work only 
for a time and to a degree. At the height cf phyncal power, the modvatfam and 
conviction of Communism have begun to wane. The M l nn crbund at tin tap 
of the Communist movement ha# been split tip, because the image of the 
iron-willed robot is an unreal one, because neither healthy pytto nor Hindi 
can be kept in a state of ccmstant disorienutkai, and because the Co m wunlate 
bear a huge guilt for numerous crimes and gradually are beginning so feel the 
pangs of conscience. 

The psychological planning of man has remained impossible. Yet we would 
be foolish to ignore that dm Qomanmteta have made great stride* in the art 
of psychologi c al manipulation. The West does not yet uwkneand the nature 
of the psychological attack that has bom launched. It doe* not eoaqwitod 
the cause* of its paralysis, and often dm not even nodes that it* freedom to 
act has been impeded. Once the Free World will assess the eonfUet to it* 
psychological dimodon, the course of history be reversed. 
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
